The chal- 
lenger for the America’s cup, the Val- 
kyrie III., started this morning in the 
race for the Muir challenge cup, her 
competitors being the Ailsa and the 
Britannia. To the dismay of those who 
had built great hopes on Lord Dunra- 
ven’s new yacht, the Valkyrie was. 
squarely beaten in a good breeze by 
both the Ailsa and Britannia. The 
Britannia beat the new yacht by 7m. 
10s., corrected time, and the Ailsa de- 
feated her by 2m. 59s, including her 
time allowance. 
The Valkyrie heeled over a great deal 
in a fairly stiff breeze and with her 
working topsail set, had her lee rail 
under water when the Britannia and 
-~Ailsa were carrying their club topsails. 
and going along much stiffer. This 
was on the reach back to Kilcreggan on 
the second round, and consequently it 
is not astonishing that the yachtsmen 
of Great Britain are not so sanguine as 
they were of bringing the America’s 
cup back to these shores. 

The Valkyrie III. in the race today al- 
lowed the Ailsa 2m. 59s. and she allowed 
the Britannia 4m. 28, When the start- 
ing-gun was fired at 10:30 o’clock the 
Britannia and Ailsa crossed the line al- 
most together, with Valkyrie a couple 
of lengths behind. Early as it was in 
the race, it was evident when the 
yachts passed Cloch Lighthouse that 
the Valkyrie was making a poor show- 
ing.

AND SILVER RATIO 


The Chicago Tribune publishes the 
appended list of ratios of weight for 
equal values of gold and silver at dif- 
ferent times in past ages. The ex- 
hibit is, as the Tribune observes, an in- 
teresting one, though it is far from giv- 
ing the total range. “There are rea- 
sons,” says that paper, “for supposing 
that at some times and places in the 
remote past gold -was rated as worth 
even less than an equal weight of sil- 
ver, and within the last few months 
the ratio has been as wide as 1 to 32. 
The ratio has varied with the relative 
difficulty of obtaining the two metals, 
Many centuries ago gold could be 
obtained from the streams and river 
bedsby the simple processes of washing 
and straining, while the extraction of 
silver was a highly laborious process, 
making the labor cost of silver high in 
comparison with that of gold.” Below.

Kennett Pleads Not Guilty to the 
Murder Charge. 


F. B. Kennett, the murderer of De- 
tective A. B. Lawson, appeared before 
Judge Smith yesterday morning and 
entered the plea of not guilty. 
Kennett’s composure and cool air of 
interest in the proceedings were as 
marked as ever, and when called upon, 
he rose and said “not guilty” in a 
clear, quiet voice, unshaken by any 
trace of agitation or feeling.

Harris, Ben Goodrich and W. A. Shinn, 
Deputy District Attorney Williams 
ane Willis appearing for the prosecu- 
tion. 2 
It was the general impression that 
Kennett’s attorneys would make the 
attempt to get the $20,000 bail accepted, 
d a rumor prevailed that arrange- 
ents had been made by gKennett’s 
people in St. Louis to have? the bond 
ready, but the motion was not made, 
and Kennett was remanded to jail. 
ve trial was set for October 2, at 
a.m. 


TRY IT AGAIN. 


Chuey. 


The argument in the Wong Chuey 
case consumed the entire day in De- 
partment One yesterday, the main 
points urged by the defense being that 
the verdict was not fair, and that 
Wong Chuey was convicted on the 
wrong charge. 

The verdict was considered unfair 
for the following reasons: That the trial 
has been had in the absence of the de- 
fendant; that the ‘jury has received 
evidence out of court other than that 
relating to a view of the premises; that 
the jury has separated without. leave 
of the court; that the jury has been 
guilty of misconduct by which a fair 
and due consideration of the case has 
been prevented; that the verdict has 
been decided by lot; that the verdict 
has been decided by means other than 
a fair expression of opinion on the part 
of the jurors; that the court has mis- 
directed the jurors in matters of law; 
that the court has erred in decision of 
questions of law arising during the 
course of the trial; that the District 
Attorney and associate counsel, H. H. 
Appel, for the people, were each guilty 
of misconduct during the course of the 
trial, and in their responsive argu-. 
ments; illegal remarks of the court dur- 
ing the course of the trial, prejudicing 
the defendant; irregularities in the 
proceedings of the court by which the 
defendant was prevented from having 
a fair trial; newly discovered eviderice, 
material to the defendant, and which 
could not with reasonable diligence 
have been produced at the trial; that 
the verdict is contrary both to the evi- 
dence and to law. 

In addition to this imposing array of 
reasons wherefore a new trial should 
forthwith be undertaken, the defense 
insisted that Wong Chuey was either 
guilty of murder in the first degree or 
that he was innocent, as there was no 
question of murder in the second de- 
gree in the shooting of Lou Suey. : 

Much law was read on both sides, 
and the argument was long and warm. 
In fact, so surcharged was the air with 
electricity that a diversion was created 
by a little argument on the side be- 
tween Mr. Appel and Mr. Foley. 
These gentlemen were seated, one on 
either. side of J. W. Davis, and, during 
the reading of an affidavit of Appel’s 
by Mr. McComas, Mr. Foley remarked 
in an undertone to Mr. Davis that the 
affidavit was utterly false. The orig- 
inator of the affidavit, happening to 
catch this remark, leaned over and in 
a manner highly suggestive of coffee 
and pistols for two, invited Mr. Foley 
outside. The two were quietly depart- 
ing from the courtroom, with the inten- 
tion of making a battleground of the 
corridor, when Deputy Sheriff Marsh 
“caught on” to the impending warfare, 
and made a third to the party, with the 
effect that bloodshed was averted, and 
the disputants returned to the court- 
room, 

The argument was continued until 
Monday morning.

WHITTIER’S BOYHOOD. 


The Quaker Poet Had but Scant In- 
struction in Youth. 


(July St. Nicholas:) In his boyhood 
Whittier had scant instruction, for the 
district school was open only a few 
He had but few 
books; there were scarcely thirty in 
The one book he read and 
read again until he had it by heart 
almost was the Bible; and the Bible 
was always the book which exerted 
the strongest literary influence upon 
But when he was 14 a teacher 
came who lent him books of travel 
and opened a new world to him. 
was this teacher who brought to the 
Whittiers one evening a volume of 
Burns and read aloud some of the 
poems, after explaining the Scottish 
Whittier begged to borrow 
the book, which was almost the first 
poetry he had ever read. It was this 
volume of Burns which set Whittier 
to making verses himself, serving both 
as the inspiration and the model of 
his earlier poetic efforts. The Scottish 
poet, with his homely pictures of a 
life as bare and as hardy as that of 
New England then, first revealed to 
the American poet what poetry really 
was, and how it might be made out of 
the actual facts of his own life. 

That book of Burns’s poems had an 
influence on Whittier 
than the odd volume of the Spectator, 
which fell into the hands of Franklin, 
had on the American 
boyhood is most 
Franklin also was born in a humble 
and hard-working family, doing early 
his share of the labor, 
but a meager education, although, al- 
ways longing’ for learning. It is true 
that Irving and Cooper and Bryant 
did not graduate from college, but they 
could have done so if they persevered; 
and Emerson and Longfellow and Haw- 
thorne did get as much of the higher

Burg, who is a debonnair young 
German, is accused of attempting to 
take undue liberties with the female 
members of households which he visited 
under the pretext of soliciting orders 
for a Spring-street photograph gallery.

This 
threat was reported to the police, and 
Detective Goodman went to the house 
Saturday evening to lay“ for the fel- 
low. The girl was asked to stand by 
the front gate. Presently Burg came 
along and renewed his improper ad- 
vances, The detective gathered him in, 
but, after delivering a sound lecture on 
the consequences of such conduct, gave 
the “masher” his liberty on condition 
that he would not repeat the offense. 

The amorous Burg, however, could 
not let. the girls alone. On “Monday, 
while again out canvassing for pic- 
tures, he tried his wiles on a 15-year-old 
girl working for a family on Figueroa 
street.

Quite a number of mining applica- 
tions have been filed at Riverside 
lately, among them’ one by Azro A. 
Crossley in the Pincote district named 
the Gilbert,“ and two by John E. Hall 
in the McKinley district named the 
“Black Prince“ and the Hector.“ 


Advices to The Times from Lords- | 
burg, Cal., state that there seems to 


have been some foundation for the gold 
éxcitement in the mountains back of 
that place, two years ago. Frank Ja- 
sen, who kept u his prospecting, 
brought into Lordsburg lately some 
fine specimens of gold taken from the 
ledges located by him.

I do not think it is gener- 
ally known, even in the inner circle of 
ib friends, that in September of that 
year he was violently ill, alone, at an 
Angora goat ranch in the Santa Lucia 
Mountains. ‘I scarcely slept or ate or 
thought for four days,’ he said. TwWo 
nights I lay under a tree, in a sort of 
stupor, doing nothing but fetch water 
for myself and horse, light a fire and 
make coffee, and all night awake hear- 
ine the goat-belis ringing and the tree-. 
toads singing, when each new noise 
was enough to set me mad.’ Then an 
old frontiersman, a mighty hunter for 
bears, came round, and tenderly nursed 
him through his attack. ‘By all rules 
this should have been my death; but 
after a while my spirit got up again in 
2 @ivine frenzy, and has since kicked 


great emphasis and success.“ 

Late in the winter of 1879, with re- 
newed happiness and calm of life and 
also under the spur of a need of money; 
he wrote with much assiduity.. Among 
other things he composed at Monterey 
the earliest of his novels, a book called 
“A Vendetta in the West.“ the manu- 
script of which seems to have disap- 
peared. Perhaps we need not regret it; 
for, so he declared to me, “It was about 
as bad as Ouida, but not quite, for it 
was not so eloquent.” He had made a 
great mystery of his whereabouts; in- 
deed, for several months no one was to 
know. what had become of him, and 
nis letters were to be considered secret. 
At length. in writing from Monterey, 
on November 15, 1879, he removed the 
embargo: “That I am in California may 
now be published to the brethren.” In 
the summer of the next year, after a 
winter of very serious ill health, dur- 
ing which more than once he seemed 
on the brink of a galloping consump- 
tion, he returned to England, He had 
married in California a charming lady 
whom we all soon learned to regard as 
the most appropriate and helpful com- 
panion that Louis could possibly have 
eecured. 

On October 8. 1830. a memorable day, 
he made his first appearance in London 
since his American exile. A post-card 
from Edinburgh summoned me to a 

point with an appointment,“ certain 
particular friends: “and let us once 
agu in,“ Louis wrote, lunch together 
in the Savile Halls.“ Mr. Lang and

BACTERIA IN WATER. 


3 ce Their Relation to the Health of the 


Human Species. 


York Tribune) Prof. Ray 
Lankester has given us, in some recent 
dresses, a most interesting and in- 
structive review of what has thus far 
pn learned about bacteria and their 
lation to the health of man. That 
that relation is intimate is no longer a 
matter of doubt. Nothing is more cer- 
tain in medical and biological science 
than that various diseases are directly 
caused by the introduction of specific 
bacteria into the human system and 
their pernicious activity there. Amonz 
ich diseases are anthrax, glanders, 
anus, tuberculosis, leprosy, diph- 
theria, typhoid -fever, Asiatic cholera

there are many bacteria that are not 


injurious, but even beneficent to human 
maith as destroyers of noxious germs.

ravages of diseases incomparably more 
deadly and extensive than at present. 

These facts lead to a consideration of 
the question of flitering water. If done | 
properly, such a process is highly val- 
uable. The great filter beds of sand 
used by the London water companies 
transform foul water inte an exception- 
ally wholesome supply. They do this 
not mechanically, by straining the 
water through minute interstices, but 
they have what wé might term an asep- 
tic, or even a biological, action. The 
lower layers of sand become coated 
with jelly-like masses of bacteria; that 
is, of the ordinary, putrefactive bacte- 
ria. A purist might think these fouled 
the filters. On the contrary, they give 
them their real efficiency. The~ water 
has to percolate through these layers of 
bacteria, and as it does so the noxious 
bacteria it may have contained are in- 
fallibly destroyed. This is not the case 
in the ordinary domestic filter, except, 
perhaps, with reference to typhoid 
germs. The latter may be intercepted 
and destroyed. So far as all others are 
concerned, the filter is more apt: to fill 
the water with them than to rid it of 
them. Prof. Lankester tells us that 
every domestic filter in which the same 
filtering material is used again and 
again should be sterilized by boiling 
every day. If not, within a week it 
will become a regular nursery for bac- 
teria, and increase their number in the 


“filtered” water a hundred-fold. 


It is well known, of course, that bac- 
' teria induce disease only in those per- 
sons whose tissues are in a receptive 
or morbid state. Some persons may 
drink cholera germs by the pint: with 
impunity because their organs and tis- 
sues are in such a condition of health 
as to be able to resist their attacks. 
How the tissues are made susceptible 
to morbific influences is an interesting 
field of inquiry. Sometimes it is by 
general and chronic’ constitutional 
changes. Sometimes it is by acute at- 
tacks of otherwise trifling ailments. A 
little unsound fruit, for example, 
which of itself would cause but slight 
disorder, may prepare the soil for the 
rapid and fatal propagation of cholera 
germs. Curiously enough, too, just as 
some bacteria destroy others, so some 
prepare the way for others, and assist 
them in their deadly work. The com- 
mon bacteria of putrefaction are harm- 
less, and so, taken alone, are those of 
tetanus. But the one prepares the sys- 
tem for the reception of the other, and 
the two together do disastrous work. 
Happily. too, it is possible by artificial 
means to fortify the system against 
morbific bacteria and render it practi- 
cally immune, and also to poison and 
destroy the bacteria after they have 
been introduced. The power to do this 
appears to reside largely in the serum 
of the blood, and in the thyroid gland, 
and from the study of these and other 
anti-bacterial agents Prof. Lankester 
expects to see some of the greatest fu- 
ture triumphs of the healing art.

A New Race in Old Egypt. 


(Harper's Weekly:) What is abso- 
lutely novel td Egyptologists is a re- 
cent discovery, made by Mr. Quibell 
and Prof. Flinders Petrie, of a new 
race, inhabiting a large portion of the 
country, over an extent of one hunderd 
miles, between Abydos and Negada. 
Over two thousand graves have been 
opened so far, and the mortal remains 
found, with the various objects, open 
an entirely new field of research, 


Side by side with the graves of this | 


hew race are the well-known vestiges 
of Egyptian towns, with the pottery, 
heads, scarabs, of the IVth, IIth, 
XVIIIth, and XIXth dynasties, ex- 
actly,.“ as Prof. Flinders Petrie writes, 
‘like those found datéd in 
Northern Egypt.“ Here. however, is 
the strange anomaly. There is no ob- 
ject found in these graves which is like 
anything manufactured by the Egyp- 
tians. There is not a sign of a scarab, 
nor has there been found on vase, 
amulet, or bead the trace of a hiero- 
glyphic character. All the pottery is 
made by hand, and 'the wheel was un- 
known.”’ 
The bodies found in the grave were 
not mummified, and .the methods of 
burial bear no semblance to Egyptian 
customs. Mutilation of the dead was 
carried out, for in the same grave there 
are skulls separated from the rest of 
the bodies. One markéd ‘peculiarity is 
that the human bones are “broken 
open at the ends and scooped out.” 
This treatment, Prof. Flinders Petrie 
says in the Academy, certainly points 
to ceremonial anthropophagy.“

From a study of the remains, it 
seems to be positive that they belonged 
to a tall and powerful race, having a 
‘hooked nose, long pointed beard, and 
brown wavy hair. There were no 
negro resemblances.

former in Van Amburgh’s circus, in 


J. Hobbes made the attempt in London 
in 1845, and was instantly. killed. The 
next one was John Amoor. He had 
been successfully turning a double, and 
was the original in accomplishing it 
over horses. He tried to do a triple at 
the Isle of Wight in 1859, turned twice, 
landed on his forehead, and broke his 
neck. Sam Reinhart, while traveling 
with Cooper & Bailey’s circus, bechme 
dissatisfied with the double somersault 
feat, and was anxious to do a triple. 
He did it at Toledo in 1870, making a 
high leap, turned twice and & half, 
alighted on the broad of his back, @nd 
was disabled for some time. Billy Dut- 
ton accomplished the feat at Elkhorn 
in 1860, but he never made another at- 
tempt. The only man, living or dead, 
that ever accomplished the feat suc- 


cessfully; was John Worland, the man 


I saw. He threw a triple somersault 
six times from a spring-board. The 
first. time he attempted it was at St. 
Louis in 1874, with Wilson’s circus. He 
made three trials, twice over five 


third attempt he landed on his feet. 
The last time he accomplished the 
feat was when I saw him at New Ha- 
ven in 1884. It was at the Forepaugh 
show, and the Mayor of the city and 
many newspaper men were present. 
First a perfofmer ran down the board 
and turned a single somersault; then 
another man followed and turned a 


the board and threw a triple somer- 
sault, landing on a bed on his feet as 
straight as an arrow. It has seldom 
occurred that any man has done a 
triple somersault before a circus audi- 
ence after due announcement, but there 
is no doubt about Worland’s act.

. REDLANDS. 
REDLANDS, July 3.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) Division of labor is well 
exemplified in fruit-drying. From the 
time the deciduous crop is picked from 
‘the trees until it is cured, sacked and 
stored, or loaded on the train, it passes 
through at least?a dozen hands. Com- 
paratively few people, even in this 
fruit-growing section, have a proper 
realization of the immensity of the fruit- 
drying business which is carried on 
within their own doors. It is only by 
a visit to the fruit-drying establish- 
ments that one forms any adequate idea 
of the greatness of the business. The 
Times correspondent visited the Broc- 
ton dryer, near Colton avenue and Or- 
ange street, which is operated by the 
Haight Fruit Company, and found that 
about one hundred and fifty men and 
women and girls and boys were em- 
ployed by this company in drying apri- 
cots. Of this number 90 were cutters, 
33 were doing different kinds of work 
about the dryer, and the balance were 
pickers on the Brocton ranch. This 
dryer has been running full blast for 
about two weeks, and expects to be 
kept. busy at least ten days longer. At 
this dryer there are in use some seven- 
ty-five rods of railway for handling the 
fruit; there are about ‘five acres of 
yards for drying. ; 
A load of apricots, in boxes holding 
about forty-five pounds each, drives up. 
They are unloaded upon trucks, and 
the “rustlers”. shove them along the 
rails onto the scales, and they are 
weighed. These - boxes are then dis- 
tributed to the employees who ho the 
cutting. It does not take the nimble 
fingers of the young very long to fill 
a tray, and then they halloo in no un- 
certain sound, “Tray please,” and at 
once an empty tray is supplied them by 


one of the “rustlers.” The full trays 


are loaded on the trucks, each truck 
bearing fifty-two trays, and miniature 
train loads are piloted to thé bleacher 
houses to be bleached. After remain- 
ing in the bleachers for from two and 
a half to three hours, the trucks bearing 
their sulphur-smoked load are run out 
to the yards where the trays: are 
spread. After three days of drying the 
trays are stacked, then scraped into 
baxes and hauled to the warehouses or 
shipped: At the Brocton dryer there 
are twenty-six bleachers, and about 


one barrel of sulphur is used each day 


for bleaching. At present this dryer 
handles from 28 to 30 tons of apricots 
per day. The cutters are paid 7 cents 
per box for cutting, and average about 
13 boxes a day. | 2

SANTA BARBARA, July 3.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The Board of 
Trade of this city met Monday night 
to consider the proposition of the 
Mayor to issue $60,000 in bonds for the 
purpose of laying a two-inch covering 
of asphaltum upon twelve miles of 
streets now graded, and five miles yet 
to be graded, and also for keeping the 
streets in repair and sprinkling the 
same. M. B. McDuffie, president of the 


board, made a lengthy address upon 


the subject, in which he approved of 
the Mayor’s suggestion, assuming that 
the figures of that official were correct. 
Mr. McDuffie concluded his remarks as 
follows: “Given two things, viz., that 
the best asphaltum be selected and that 
the enterprise be carried out with econ- 
omy and the best business skill, then I 
heartily approve of the proposal.” It is 


believed that President McDuffie ex- 


pressed the sentiments of the leading 
members of the Board of Trade. 
There are many of the citizens who 
are not in harmony, either with the 
Mayor or the Board of Trade, upon 
this proposition. Many consider it an 
absurdity to pave but twenty feet of 
the street, while there would be fifteen 
eet left bare. These claim that the as- 
phaltum on the edges: will gradually 
be broken off and in consequence the 
pavement will be in need of constant 
repair. However, it now looks as if the 
proposition of the Mayor would receive 
the sanction of the Council. 
DUKE OF ARGYLL NEARLY 
WRECKED. 
Capt. Golightly of the brig Duke of 
Argyll, which came here in May with a 
load of coal from Australia, and which 
left June 3 for Puget Sound, has written 
to Inspector of Customs. Fred Forbush 
that he came near being wrecked on 
San Miguel Island.
